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Lukas Nelson & 
Promise of the Real 


On Wednesday, March 23, 
the CCPA and KRVM proudly 
welcome Lukas Nelson and 
Promise of the Real. The Southern 
folk-rock band’s full-length debut 
CD, Promise of the Real, was 
released in December. 

For some, their first musical 
memory might be a favorite song 
playing or a concert with their 
parents. But for 22-year-old 
singer-songwriter-guitarist Lukas 
Nelson, his first music memory is 
being onstage with superstars like 
Johnny Cash, Waylon Jennings, 
Kris Kristofferson and his father 
Willie Nelson -- singing along and 
stomping his feet to a crowd of 
thousands. 

To say Lukas was born to play 
music is an understatement. The 
sixth child of one of the most 
acclaimed and beloved music stars 
of all time, Lukas inherited his 
father’s musicality, his penchant 
for penning his own music, and 
his love of the road. But more 
important -- and possibly more 
surprising -- he also inherited his 
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father’s humility and genuineness. 

“Our name, Promise of the 
Real, comes from trying to do 
it the real way,” says Nelson. 
“Thats what my goal in life is 
-- to stay human, stay real, stay 
humble, and stay grounded. I’ve 
learned a lot from my dad. He got 
me my first guitar when I was 12, 
but I also learned by his example 
of how he lives his life and how he 
keeps his humility.” 

Lukas kept it so real that 
when his parents cut him off 
after dropping out of Loyola 
Marymount University, he lived out 
of his car for a year, couch surfed 
and worked as a street performer. 
As Lukas began to take his music 
career seriously, he formed a band 
with drummer Anthony LoGerfo, 
percussionist Tato Melgar and 
bassist Corey McCormick. They 
released a well-received EP, 
Brando’s Paradise Sessions, in 2009 
and then hit the road with Willie 
Nelson, B.B. King, Dave Matthews 
Band, Blues Traveler, Creedence 
Clearwater Revisited, Bachman &

Turner, Toots & the Maytals and 
the Meat Puppets, among others. 

Along with opening slots, 
they’ve also jammed onstage with 
Neil Young, B.B. King, Bob Dylan, 
and of course dad, at Farm Aid 
2o10 and other gigs. 

Promise of the Real was written 
over the past year and features 
nine original compositions, 
including the kickoff track and 
first single “Four Letter Word”.

It also features unique renditions 
of “L.A.” by Neil Young, and a 
mash-up Jimi Hendrix’s “Pali 
Gap” and “Hey Baby (New Rising 
Sun)”. 

The record is also a family affair 
with Lukas recording “Peaceful 
Solution”, a song penned by his 
father and sister Amy Niccore. 
His proud father contributes

Here’s Sunny’s story in his own words: 

“Pd like to welcome everyone to Sunny 
Ledfurd Greatest Hits 2003-2009. I know 
a lot of you may be saying, ‘Greatest Hits? 
I’ve never even heard of him.’ Well...while 
I haven’t been a staple on radio or seen on 
MTV, CMT, or what have it, I have been 
making music for over a decade and will 
continue to do so until the clock runs out. 
As my shows around the country began 
to attract bigger and bigger audiences, I 
thought it would be cool for new listeners 
to have an opportunity to buy just one CD 
instead of five or six different ones. With 
that being said, let me tell you a little about 
myself to bring you up to date. 

Born in Chattanooga, Tennessee and 
raised in Cramerton, North Carolina, I 
taught myself guitar at the age of fifteen. I 
knew then that was how I would make a 
living. Two things were for sure: I could pick 
a guitar and I knew a lot of songs. Never 
considering myself a singer, I said screw 
it and jumped right in. At age seventeen, 
I began to play in many of the local bars 
whenever I could. I learned to play all kinds 
of songs. I can now play songs for days, 
without repeating a single one. I don’t know 
how many days or songs, but it’s a lot. The 
bars taught me to appreciate a good song

and good times. To me, until this day, the 
small bars are the best place to play and 
listen to live music. There may be smoke, 
but no smoke and mirrors.” 

(Editor’s Note: Obviously, Sunny is not 
familiar with Oregon’s nonsmoking laws. 
Boy, is he in for a surprise!) 

“I grew up listening to my Mom’s 
records, Glenn Campbell, Billy Joel, The 
Rolling Stones, The Carpenters, etc... As a 
teenager I graduated to Guns n Roses, Snoop 
Dog and David Allan Coe among many. I 
love to mix genres and push the envelope. 
Pve always liked artists that you can tell 
they have something to say. They’re not just 
singing some words ‘cause it sounds cool. 
Every song I sing is about ninety percent 
autobiographical. I can write about partying 
and drinking because I do it. 

“After numerous rejections in the early 
2000’s from every major label from Los 
Angeles to Nashville, I finally made the 
decision that if I was going to make it I would 
have to do it myself. All the labels kept 
telling me was that I couldn’t say this or that. 
I was like why not? Have you ever listened 
to David Allan Coe, Tupac, and Eminem? 
How the hell did they ever put anything out? 
It was like because I was white and played 
an acoustic guitar I was supposed to make 
some type of yuppie music. I wasn’t going to 
be a monkey on a string singing songs about 


falling in love, broken hearts and drinkin’ a 
six pack. I knew if I wanted to do what was 
really in my heart, where my head was at, I 
would have to go at it alone. But I wasn’t 
alone, as I would come to find out. 

“Using money from acoustic cover 
shows played in bars all over the Carolina’s, 
I built a home studio. I had to be able to 
record whenever I wanted...when the 
inspiration came. From 2003 to 2009, I 
released six albums in which I started to gain 
listeners from all walks of life and all over

Macklemore relates his addiction to cough 
syrup and pain pills. He begins another track, 
“Wings,” with a seemingly innocuous topic - 
Nike basketball shoes. Soon enough, however, 
he shifts directions and reveals the way in which 
materialism breeds both social division and 
internal conflict. 

All told, this is a damn good album. It’s 
only seven songs, but they form an eclectic and 
cohesive mix.

Mastersounds back to the WOW Hall. 

New Mastersounds are a four-piece 


Performing Arts and 


band based in Leeds, England, whose 
modern take on vintage soul-jazz, funk 
and rock draws influences from Jimmies 
McGriff, Smith and Hendrix, as well as 
their most 
The Meters. Having toured throughout 
Europe, Japan and the USA, the NMS have 
earned global recognition as a key band in 


closely-associated mentors, 


the ‘New Funk’ scene. But purists beware: 
their unique blend of funk, rock, soul and 
dance music is hard to sum up and doesn’t 
fit neatly into any one genre. 

Led by guitarist and producer Eddie 
Roberts, The New Mastersounds feature 
Joe Tatton on Hammond, Pete Shand on 
bass and Simon Allen on drums. 

As an example of the respect this 
band commands, Peter Wermelinger - DJ, 
collector, and author of the crate-diggers’ 
bible The Funky & Groovy Music Lexicon 
- places the 2001 NMS track “Turn This 
Thing Around’ in his all-time top-ten 
tunes, along with the likes of Eddie Harris, 
Funkadelic, and Herbie Hancock. The 
New Mastersounds are at the very top of 
an elite selection of acts that bring the true 
soul out of funk. 

The group traces its origin to the 


late 1990’s, when Roberts was running a 
nightclub in Leeds called The Cooker. 
When The Cooker moved into a new 
venue with a second floor in 1999, there 
was space and the opportunity to put a live 
band together to complement the DJ sets. 
Simon Allen and Eddie had played together 
in 1997 as The Mastersounds. Once Pete 
Shand and Bob Birch were added on bass 
and Hammond respectively, The New 
Mastersounds were born. Though raw, 
they were powerful from the start. Their 
first rehearsal was hot enough for Blow it 
Hard Records to release on two limited- 
edition 7” singles in 2000. 

New Mastersounds fifth album, 102%, 
was released on One Note Records in 2007. 
The band began the year with their very 
first Jamcruise, but upon their return to the 
UK, organist Bob Birch decided to retire 
from the group.
